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An Historical Wreck on Hcilly 
Islands. 



It was at tho Scilly Isles, on the 22d 
October, 1707, that the memorable 
shipwreck of the British squadron un- 
der Sir Cloudesly Shovel accured, 
•when returning from an expedition 
against Toulon. Sir Cloudesly mis- 
took tho rocks for land, and his vessel, 
tho Association , in which were his 
lady, his two sous, and many persons 
of rank, exclusive of 800 hands, in- 
stantly sank. Tho Eagle, (Captain 
Hancock,) tlio Komney and Firourand 
Wero also lost, the rest of the squadron 
escaped. At I o'clock in the afternoon 
of the same day tho Salisbury, Ante- 
lope, Hampshire; and Charles, which 
were on a cruise, put into Scillv, and 
at night tho crews heard guns fired 
from vessels in distress, and next day 
tidings were heard of tho dreadful dis- 
aster. - l The statements made at the 
time were to the effect that Admiral 
Shovel, with about thirty sail of men 
of war coming from the Straits, had 
made an observation on the 21st, and 
had on the 22d "lain by" from 12 o'- 
clock until (1 o'clock in tho evening. 
The weather was then hazy and the 
wind fresh from the south southwest. 
Under the supposition that they 
were in the open channel, tho 
vessels of the squadron were steered 
east by north, and in less than two 
hours the ships named struck the rocks 
and became total wrecks. The body 
of Sir Cloudesley was found four days 
after buried in the sand, and ho then 
appeared, it is chronicled, "as fresh as 
if alive." It is asserted that the Ad 
miral had been washed ashore alive, 
and that one of- the islanders had 
murdered him for tho sake of a valuable 
ring, and then buried him in the 
sand. His body was put on board the 
Salisbury and conveyed to Loudon, 
where in Westminister Abbey, it was 
interred and n monument erected to 
his memory.' Bishop Burnet spoko of 
Sir.Cioiidesloy as ono of the greatest 
seamen of tho ago. His lifo was an 
eventful ono. Whon at soaasacabin 
boy, ho was taken from his obscure 
position by Sir John Narborough, and 
by his merit he soon raised himself to 
the rank of an oflicor. . In ,1674 ho 
signalized himself by making such 
observations whon on shore at Tripoli 
with a message to the Doy as to enable 
Sir John Narborough to enter tho 
harbor and burn the ships of tho ene- 
my. For- this service he received the 
command pi a flhip. Under James he 
commanded the Dover, and on tho 
accession of William, ho sided with 
the new king, and conducted him- 
self with so much honor in the battle 
of Ban try bay as to obtain tho honor 
of knighthood. Tho year 1092, saw 
him appointed Hear Admiral of the lied 
in which capacity ho greatly assisted to 
victory in the engagement of La 
Hogue. After serving as Vico Ad- 
miral of tho llod, under Lord Berke- 
ley, in tho expedition to Camarot, he 
was appointed to tho chief command 
of the expedition against Dunkirk. So, 
through his career, ho distinguished 
himself, appearing at Malaga, Barce- 
lona and Toulon, and it was on his re- 
turn from tho last expedition that ho 
met his death in the manner described. 
Of those who were associated with 
him in that expedition it. remains to be 
added that the Captain and twenty* 
four men of tho Firebrand and the 
whole crow of tho Phoenix were saved, 
but all hands on board tho remaining 
vessels perished. Tho Association 
had only tiino to firo ono signal gun 
before sho sank. Various explana- 
tions of the caiamity wore current 
about tho time of its occurrence, some 
of which wore condemnatory of Sir 
Cloudesley; but tho explanation most 
generally accepted was that Sir Clon- 
dosley had tho day before tho disaster 
described two ships and had sont after 
thorn tho light frigate that usually 
Bailed before tho squadron. Thus tho 
Association was loft tho foremost 
vessel, and tho first to strike tho 
rocks nud go to tho bottom. 

The Disturbance at Baron Pigott's 
Funeral. 

Mr. Arthur Pigott, oldest son of tho 
late -Mr. Baron Pigott, wns charged 
before the BasWgstroko magistrates on 
tho 2nd instant with having created a 
disturbance at tlio funeral of his father 
in tho churchyard at Sherlield-upon- 
Loddeu. Mr. Stavoloy Hill, Q. C, 
who appeared for the prosecution, said 
that the family of Baron Pigott had 



long boon closely connected with tho 
parish of Shorfiold-upon-Loddon. Tho 
deceased Baron had entered into a 
religious controversy with Mr. Barker, 
the rector. On the 29th of April tho 
Baron wrote a letter to him, for tho 
length of which ho apologized, saying 
it was necessarily long, as it related to 
tho eternal welfare of the soul. Tho 
rector had postod his reply, whon ho 
received a telegram informing him of 
Baron Pigott's death. The Baron 
had never in his letters renounced his 
churchmauslvip, but as Lady Pigott, 
tho widow, had desired that the 
church servico should not bo road, 
the rector had obtained a legal 
opinion from Mr. Osborne Morgan, 
who stated that where tho deceased 
had beon baptised, and had not 
committed felo de so, tho rector or 
clergyman of tho parish was bound to 
road the service, and if any one pre- 
vented him he must shut his book and 
walk away, the responsibility being on 
the person who interfered. Mr. Bar- 
ker was called, and described what 
took place at tho grave. Some of 
those present who were Plymouth 
Brethren desired the servico not to 
proceed, and others, friends of the 
family, said, '.'Read on sir; read on, 
do," many of tho members of tho fami- 
ly joining in the desire to proceed. 
AVheu tho curate had said. "O God, 
most holy!" tho defendant said to a 
friend, Mr. "Walker, "Go and stop 
him," and that gentleman, as a repre- 
sentative of tho defendant and his 
sister, desired tho servico not to pro- 
ceed. Tho rector then closed his 
book, and said, "Very well," and di 
rected Ins church -warden to 
hand to tho defendant a 
protest against the interruption. Tho 
defendant, who cross-examined the 
rector, and, it is stated, was only pre- 
vented by tho earnest remonstrance of 
the Bench, from entering into discus- 
sions on divinity and doctrine, said 
there was no disturbance at the grave 
beyond a protest againt the service. 
Ho had tried to find a friend to read a 
service, but could not succeed. The 
late Judge had deliberately loft tho 
Church of England and joined "the 
Brethren," with whom he had 'broken 
bread." It was his wish to be buried 
with his relatives, and it was under 
stood that tho burial could be per- 
formed without any service. He had 
asked the rector to absent himself 
from tho churchyard and thus prevent 
any disturbance. After hearing the 
evidence of several persons who were 
present; at the funeral, tho Bench lined 
tho defendant XI and costs. Notice 
of appeal was given. 

EnglislT Mail. 



At the mooting of tho Australian 
Parliament on the 2ud of April, a mo- 
tion by Mr. Buchanan for tho second 
reading of a bill legalising marriage 
with a deceased wife's sister was 
adopted by a majority of fifteen, the 
voting being twenty-two to seven. 

Tho Brighton Aquarium is to be 
opened on Sunday, in accordance with 
Mr. Cross' suggestion, in order that 
tlio case may bo tried and decided. 
Whether tho informer will contest the 
matter remains to be seen. 

Lord Reay, in tho peerage of Scot- 
land, and Chief of tho Clan Mnckay, 
is dead. Tho Reay family formerly 
held large possessions in the North of 
Scotland, all of which, however, have 
boon sold. 

The "Atheiuoum" says that the 
Duke of Edinburgh has composed, and 
in private played, several pieces of his 
own-solos foi the violin and violincello 
and duets for the violin and flute, it 
is likely that they will soon bo publish- 
ed to tho woritl. Tho most ambitious 
of those musical novelties, a concerto 
(Quintett) in E minor, has recently 
been played in many London drawing- 
rooms. 

Dr. dimming, of London, has ex- 
pressed an opinion that Mr Moody's 
work in England is the greatest and 
most unprecedented in the last eight- 
een hundred years. 

Tho Court of Common Council of 
London has resolved to invito Prince 
Leopold to take upon himself tho free- 
dom of tho city, to which he is entitled 
by patrimony.

Canadian Failures. 



Several heavy failures have occurred 
in Canada — principally^ the seaport 
cities. At Montreal the Jacques Car- 
tier Bank has been drugged down by 
its customers; and at St. John's, New- 
Brunswick, the heaviest failure that 
has occurred in the Province took 
place on the 10th of Juno. The 
amount of indebtedness was $6,000,- 
000— a very respectable figure for a 
new country firm to owe. The failures 
are attributable, in the main, to a de- 
pression in the lumber trade ami 
railway interests. The business diffi- 
culties have at no time reached a pan- 
ic; but the feeling of insecurity is gen- 
eral, and every branch of trade is 
stagnated. The commercial papers 
of tho Dominion, -whilst acknowledg- 
ing that a most critical state of af- 
fairs exists, are confident that the 
■worst is over, and that tho depression 
in the lumber trade will, at worst, be 
but temporary.

— In my last I at- 
tached too much blame the Road Su- 
perintendent. I find now, that tho 
in capability belongs rather to tho po- 
litical bead of the Lands and "Works 
Department, which appears to bo ad- 
minded on tho penny-wise and pound 
foolish plan; tho choose paring system. 
In tho first place, Mr. Saul is super- 
intendent of nearly 300 miles of road, 
—besides of all tho Iraails !in Cariboo, 
— say from Lillooot to Barker ville. 
Ho has also had the job of laying out 
a wagon-road down Fraser River from 
Soda Creek, and not satisfied with 
that Mr. Heaven telegraphed him to 
superintend tho Howe Sound trail, at 
a distance of about 200 miles from 
where he was working. All this Mr. 
Saul is required to do at a pittance of 
$200 per month, paying his own tra- 
veling expenses, which amount to 
$150, leaving him tho magnificent sti- 
pend of $50, as road boss. Is it any 
wonder that on traveling the road we 
find a batch of i or 5 men 1Q0 miles 
apt. rt doing work which is worse than 
useless ? The system of paying a 
monthly sum as salary including tra- 
veling expenses is pernicious. It is 
evident to any but one blinded with 
coppers that the less tho superinten- 
dent moves about the bettor for his 
purse, and tho worse for the road and 
tho country. Of course ho will not 
start in any earlior iu tho Spring than 
he is compelled to because his salary 
is eaten up by expenses. Tho same 
laudable desire to make a living is apt 
to induce him to trust to others where 
he should superintend personally, and 
when it is remembered that evory 
meal ho eats away from his camp 
costs him a dollar (whether he eat 
butter for breakfast or not ;) and when 
it is remembered that t>erc aro no 
press tickets to hash house tables; 
people say, small blame to him. Let 
mo advise Mr. Heaven, Pay your 
bosses liberally. Pay their reasona- 
ble expenses, placo one over each 50 
jailes of road and depend upon it tho 
country will save money. If our 
.teamsters had tho opportunity of call- 
ing in at newspaper offices occasional- 
ly, as tho farmers of Districts near 
Victoria havo, you would find that 
Mr. Bcaven would havo to look a littlo 
more sharply after them.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

CnirAao, July 3— Tho New York and 
Eastern editorial party arrived hero last 
night and will leave on Monday for Cali- 
fornia. They will reach San Francisco 
on tho Mth aud will leavo tuoro for the 
East on 11th August. 

New York, July 3 — The demands to 
bo mado on tho Mexican Government 
will bo most imperative, and if tho de- 
mands aro not conceded stronger mea- 
sures will bo resorted to. 

A Halifax dispatch sayn on Monday by 
tho upsetting of a boat at tho entrance to 
Rustic Harbor, Princo Edward Island, 
five men wero drowned. 

Mail advices from the State of Colum- 
bia bring additional accounts of tho do- 
structivo earthquake at Cuenta, Peru. 
The first story of the catastrophe is con- 
firmed in all its terrors and details. A 
private letter dated the 25th says the 
number of dead is calculated at threo- 
fourtliB the entire population. A few 
families which were savod aro now on. 
the outskirts of the city, or what was tho 
city, living on what they can procure; 
but they will soon bo obliged to retire, 
as tbe putrefaction of the dead will not 
allow them to remain. It is horrible to 
soo the wounded, who cannot remain 
alivo long in thoir prosont condition. 
Four hundred mules wore killed in tho 
streets and as there is nobody to remove 
thorn tlio stench is frightful. Tho villages 
of Han Cristobal, Farnia, Gnisimo, San 
Antonio, Oapacho, Liberta, Sau Juad do 
Unfa, Rosina aud San Cogintaro are 
completely destroyed. Another letter 
says such was tho violence of tho shock 
that not a single houso remains standing, 
and tho monuments in tho cemetery wero 
thrown down and many of them romoved 
to a great distance from their original 
site. In thirty minutes the city of Cu- 
enta was converted into a mountain of 
ruins. Tho terriblo blow resulted in tho 
death of more than ton thousand persons 
in addition to many other persons who 
wero seriously wounded and crushed. A 
great number of haciendas havo boeu 
destroyed and hundreds of houses in tho 
country overthrown, leaving people 
houseless and consigned to poverty. 
Many trees were torn up and small hills 
opened likq melons. 

New York, July 4.— Tho yacht Octa- 
via, which was seized by tho collootor of 
tho port here, being suspected that sho 
was about to sail with munitions of war 
for tho Cubans, has been declared not a 
British vessel by tho British Vico-Con- 
snl. Tho Captain of tho Octavia, at the 
timo of hor seizure, ran up tho English 
llag and claimed its protection. It is re- 
ported in Spanish circles that sho is now 
going to fly tho Honduras llag. 

St. Louis, July 3.— The Republican's 
Kansas City special Hays tho severest rain 
for many years prevailed ovor tho coun- 
try oast of that city. It lasted forty -eight 
hours and a groat amount of damage has 
boon done.

- Referring to 
Boecher, tho "Tribune" says: The 
events of tho last few days, in con- 
nection with the Loader caso, will 
cause a stronger revulsion in his fa- 
vor than oven a verdict of acquittal 
could have produced. Yesterday's 
proceedings before Justice Riley 
showed us counsel for plaintiff sitting 
around a table with Francis D. Moul- 
ton, assisting two irredeemable black- 
guards to mako false affidavits for tho 
purpose of irregularly influencing the 
jury; a performance iu which the 
modern Bayard helped them and took 
a particularly active share. Tilton 
nieantimo remaining in tho back- 
ground, whilo the false witnesses and 
tho friend made ready the papers 
charging his wife with adultery. Price 
and Loeder had tho word liar stamped 
all over them. Their monstrous tale 
was absolutely incredible from begin- 
ning to cud. Tho, men wero not in- 
genious aud plausible romances, but 
wero reckless, common, blundering 
rogues, whom no one of average in- 
telligence, lot alono a trained lawyer, 
would be oxeusablo for trusting a sin- 
gle moment. 

Europe. 

Dublin, July 1. — The shooting for 
the Abercorn cup began to-day at 
Dolly Mount. The best scores wore 
mado by Pollock and Wilson of the 
Irishmen, aud Fulton and Gilder- 
sleeve of tho Americans. Tho score of 
the American team — Gildorsleeve 71 
out of possible 75, Bodine 03, Cmfield 
54, Fulton 70, Yale 09, Bruce 73, Bal- 
lard 02 and Coleman 50. Score of the 
Irish team — Hamilton 67, Pollock 74, 
Miner 56, "Wilson G4, McKenna 08, 
Johnson 05, Rigby 75, PI. Fulton 03, 
Walkington 05, and blanks 70. A 
complimentary promenade concert was 
given this evening in honor of the 
American ritlemen. The lord mayors 
of Dublin and York wero among tho 
audienco. The American team met 
with enthusiastic reception. 

Dublin, July 2. — Tho official score 
of tho international rifle match on 
Tuesday, which is published to-day, 
gives Dakin 52 instead of 51, at 1 ,000 
yards, and makes tho number of points 
by which tho Americans beat tho Irish 
39, instead of 38. The contest for the 
Abercon cup, at Dolly Mount, ended 
to-day. Ed. Johnson of tho Irish 
team, won by a total of 3S3. Rigby 
and Pollock made higher scoros, but 
as they had been winners before, the 
cup was awarded to Johnson. Of the 
Americans, the best scores wero — Ful- 
ton, 371; Gildorsleeve, 309; Bodiue, 
304; Coleman, 300. Tho Americans 
won soveial all-corners prizes t'vday. 

London, Juno 30. — The race for tho 
Northumberland plate at Newcastle 
to. day, was won by Harriet; Laws-of- 
Ten, 2d; Fovo, 2d. 

Lokoon, July 1.- — Tho liabilities of 
Daconta, Raalte & Co. , who have failed 
are $1,200,000. The liabilities of Kil- 
bourne, Kershaw & Co., whose failure 
is also announced, are £3, 500, 000. 

London, July 1 . — A special dispatch 
from Vienna to tho "Standard" reports 
that tho peasants of Deva and vicinity, 
in Transylvania, havo revolted against 
tho nobloa and defeated a battalion of 
military.

Judgo Neilson 
stated ho had leavnod by a noto from

Africa. 

Lond»j, July 2.— The mail steamer 
from Capo Town brings news that tlio 
assembly of tho colony unanimously 
adopted resolutions favoring annexation 
of sundry independent territories south 
of Natal with 150,000 CafVres. 



A late number of the "Proceedings 
of tho Royal Geographical Socio. y" 
contains an account of tho discoveries 
of Hor Majesty's ship Basilisk in the 
year 1874. To tho threo races of Now 
Guinea already known to inhabit the 
island, viz., the Papuans on tho south, 
tbe Arfaks of the mountainous coun- 
try on tho north, and the Malays of 
the northwest— Captain Moresby has 
added a fourth by the discovery of 
what io probably a mixed race of Ma- 
lays and Papuans, inhabiting the 
whole of the oastern peninsula of Now 
Gumea in its northern and southern 
shores, from about 148 degrees longi- 
tude to East Cape, which is in 150 de- 
grees 53 minutes east longitude, and 
tlio adjacent archipelago. This race 
is distinctly Malayan, but differs from 
the pure Malay in being smaller in 
stature, coarser in feature, thicker lip- 
ped and having i Uo ro frizzled hair. 
Thoy have high elioel; bones.thoirnoses 
are inclined to be aquilined, the eyes 
dark and beautiful, with good eye 
brows; many of the men havo light 
hair and a Jewish cast of couiitenaifoo; 
thoy rise to a height of from 5 feet i 
inches to 5 feet 8 inches, and aro sin- 
ewy, though not muscular, and slight, 
graceful, and eel-liko iu tho pliability 
of their bodies. This raco merges into 
the pure Papuan in the neighborhood 
of Cape Possession, whore they vary 
in color, stature and feature; and a 
mixture of habits confirms the idea of 
a fusion of race. The now race bury 
their dead in tho ground and build 
small thatched huts over them. Tho 
houses, like those of the Papuans, are 
built on piles, and communicate with 
tho ground by means of a polo 
notched with stops. They aro rude 
but successful cultivators of tho 
ground, using stone mattocks for 
turning up the soil; thoy cultivate 
yams and taro. Cannibalism does 
not prevail largely anions them, though 
apparent]}' it is not unknown. They 
aro atlectionate to their children, but 
in some cases aro willing to barter 
them for iron axes. They do not keep 
their women in the back-ground, but 
alllow them to have a voice in tho 
trading. The men are but slightly 
tattooed, but the women aro tattooed 
all over in gracelul patterns; the wo- 
men crop their hair short, buUho men 
wear theirs long and frizzled; tho men 
wear a waistcloth only, but tho women 
a short grass petticoat or ti-ti. Unlike 
tho Papuans, they possess tho art of 
making pottery. They are better 
cooks than tho Papuans, and boil 
their food as well as roast and bake 
it. The Papuans fish only with a 
hook and line and a barbed spear, but 
this race make iishing nets with fibres 
of a small nettle-like plant. Tbe Pa- 
puans uso only outrigger canoes, but 
these have several kinds. They have 
developed a system of warlike tactics 
aduptod to the weapons they employ, 
and when Captain Moresby approach- 
ed them thoy formed up in two regular 
liues, tho first line armed with mis- 
sile spears, and tho second line h.id 
clubs. This is in conformity with tho 
system adopted by all nations similar- 
ly armed, and has, no doubt, been ar- 
rived at independently as tho result 
oi experience. Upon the whole they 
must bo regarded as a moro civilized 
race than the Papuans. Up to "the 
tune of their discovery by the Basilisk, 
they appear to havo had littlo or no 
acquaintance with white men.
